These questions are asked me con- 
tinually, and I reply with all the em- 
phasic of which I am capable: NO. For 
any one to open another person's leticrs 
is an unforgiveable outrage against in- 
dividual privacy. It is the gratification 
of a vulgar curiosity for which there is 
no excuse, Moreover, a higher author- 
ity than I has settled this question for 
geod and all, and the law of the land 
makes tampering with another person's 
mail a punishable crime,

Probably there is no other one thing 
that provokes as many family fights as does 
thie letter-opening insult, A torn and rifled | 
envelope is almost invariably a signal for a 
battle-royal in every household. Neverthe- 
less, these are many families who are will- 
ing to go through acrimonious wrangles and 
wound the sensibilities of their nearest and dearest by beating it to their 
mail and reading it first. 

Since few of us have any individual rights that the members 
of our own household feel bound to respect, it is hard to explain 
why it is 80 peculiarly offensive to us to have some one else open 
our letters, Probably the reason of it is that there is always some- 
thing a little mysterious and thrilling about getting a Ictter, 


It is something very private, intended for our eyes alone. It is a 
sealed package that may contain anything, love, hatred, joy, sorrow, 
hope, disappointment. A little tremor of anticipation runs through us 
as we glance at the postmark and see the familiar handwriting of a 
friend, or the unfamiliar script of a stranger, and wonder what we shall 
find within. 

But all this little innocent pleasure is destroyed if another has 
been before us, if another has opened it, read {t, and probably hands 
it to us with the remark: “Here's a letter from So and So. He 
says this and that.” Eiverything falls flat after that. You haven't 
cnough interest left in the letter even to read it, and you feel as 
much outraged as if you had been asked to eat the scraps on his 
plate or use her old toothbrush, 

Worse still, there are families who not only open and read each 
other's letters, but broadcast the information they have just received to 
the worid, They gossip about confidences never meant for them ar d| 
tiake merry over any sentimental passage they have T} 
have seen many a young girl and boy crucified at a dinner table while 
father or mother Bet everybody in a roar by repeating the contents of a 
love letter to John or Mary that they had opened and read. 


come across 


Of course, husbands and wives justify themselves in opening 
each other's letters by saying that they are one and should have no 
secrets from each other. This is mere subterfuge, for in a case 
of perfect unity they could certainly walt to know the contents of 
a letter until it was voluntarily shown them. In reality it is only 
jealousy and suspicion that prompts hosbands and wives to open 
each other's letters. And this is true even of family letters, 

The wife opens her husband's letters because she wants to know if 
his mother or sisters are secretiy criticizing her to him The husband 
opens his wife's letters because he is trying to find out if her mother is 
putting her up to anything or if she has been sending any money to her 
good-for-nothing brother. Both feel, somehow, that they can geta line 
on what the other is doing through the family letters, and they take 
his sneaky way of doing it 

No husband and wife who really and truly trust each other have 
such an inordinate desire to read cach other's letters that they are 
driven to opening them the moment they arrive, for as a matter of 
fact nothing else is more boring and tedious than some other per- 
son's family Ictters. 


Without some hidden motive any woman could wait until her his- 
band got home to find out that his mother had written him thut the 
old black cow had a new calf, and that her rheumatism was about as 
usuel, and Sally's baby had cut a tooth. Nor would any man be in such 
a hurry to find out that mother-in-law was comitg to pay them a visit, 
that he would have to open his wife's letter and read it before she got 
a chance at it. 


So thry 
do, but they will never find out that way. The souls of a young 
girl and bey are sensitive plants that shut up at the first rough 
touch, and a father and mother can devise no more certain method 
of alienating their childrea’s confidence from them than by opening 
their letters. 


To begin with, it destroys all the fun the youngster has in getting a 
letter not to be able to open it for himself. Then, the child is peculiarly 
susceptible to ridicule, and he knows the grown-ups are laughing in 
thelr sleeves even when they have decency enough—and that's not very 
often——not to make a joke of his correspondence and tease him about 


Also, most children have an elementary sense of honor, the gong

So, while parents may open their children’s letters, they get no 
further than that, The child resents the affront to his dignity and shuts | 
up like @ clatn that not all of mother’s and father’s curiosity can pry | 
er Yet if permitted to open his own letters he would have toid 
wbout them 


The only way to deal with the letter problem with children is 
by instilling into their youthful minds, from the time they are able 
to pat pen to paper, that letter-writing is Une most dangerous sport 
ou carth and is a boomerang that is likely to fly back and rend 
them limb from limb, And especially is it necessary to teach girls 
that (hey may say as many mushy things as they please to boys, 
but never to write a love letter that they wouldn't be willing to hear 
read from the house tops. You have to chaperon the young now in 
correspondence as well as in society by preparedness, 

Se there is no excuse for opening any other person's letters, not 
even your husband's, or wife's, or children's. It offends them and does 
no good because if they want to deceive you there is always a way to 
do it. 


And you only prove yourself lacking in delicacy and regard for 
the rights of others.
